He went his way there- 
fore, and washed, and came seeing.” 
John 9:7. 

There are many ways pointed out 
to the people of today by false proph- 
ets telling them how to become Chris- 
tians or what they call Christians. If 
they ever use the word WASH in re- 
gard to getting rid of their sins, they 
usually make it an ease WASH, in 
short they appear to me like some 
women who pretend to wash a large 
washing in cold water, probably 
rubbing a little and turning out a 
big washing in a very short time. The 
clothes look pretty good while in the 
tub but hang them on the line before 
the world and my how dingy and 
spotted they look. 

We notice in John’s gospel we re- 
ferred to above where the Lord pass- 
ed by and saw a man blind from his 
birth. The Lord spat on the ground 
and made clay of the spittle and He 
anointed the eyes of the blind man 
with the clay and said unto him, “Go 
wash in the pool of Siloam.” He did 
so and came forth seeing. His neigh- 
bors who had before seen that he was 
blind said, Is not this he who sat and 
begged. Some said, This is he; others 
said, He is like him, but he said, I am 
he. The Lord had done a great work 
here before the people. Some doubt- 
ed and some believed. The parents of 
this blind man seemed to belong to the 
Pharisees and would not say very 
much in regard to their son’s healing 
for fear of being put out of the 
synagogue. 

There are lots of church members, 
yes, preachers too, who have seen 
many washed by the blood of Jesus 
and made clean and they know it is 
real but are so afraid to witness the 
fact for fear of losing their posi- 
tions in the church. A blood washed 
saint of God is not afraid to tell any- 
where, anytime, when, or how the 
work was done and without shame. 

We will call your attention to 2 
Kings 5 in regard to NAAMAN THE 
LEPER. “Naaman, captain of the host 
of the king of Syria, was a great man 
with his master, and honorable be- 
cause by him the Lord had given de- 
liverance unto Syria: he was also a 
mighty man in valour, but he was a 
leper.” I wish to say a man’s social 
standing in this world, his nice man- 
ners, his success in accomplishing 
great things, and the luck to have his 
name and picture appear on the front 
page of the daily paper with the title 
D.D.D., M.D.L., ete. does not get him 
any higher than gravitation. He is 
still a spiritual leper and needs to be 
washed. “And the Syrians had gone 
out by companies, and had brought 
away captive out of the land of Is- 
rael a little maid, and she waited up- 
on Naaman’s wife. And she said unto 
her mistress, Would God my Lord 
were with the prophet that is in Sa- 
maria, for he would recover him of 
his leprosy.” My, here is a little maid 
telling about what the Lord could do 
to a big high standing society fellow 
in regard to cleansing him of his 
leper. How did the maid know the 
prophet could cleanse? It was because 
she had been there and seen, no doubt, 
such cleansing take place. She feared 
not to tell of the prophet. 

Naaman heard of the prophet thru 
this little maid and decided to go see 
him. “So Naaman came with his 
horses and with his chariot, and stood 
at the door of the house of Elisha. 
And Elisha sent a messenger unto 
him, saying, Go and wash in Jordan 
seven times, and thy flesh shall come 
again to thee, and thou shalt be clean. 
But Naaman was wroth, and went 
away, and said, Behold, I thought, He 
will surely come out to me, and stand, 
and call on the name of the Lord his 
God, and strike his hand over the 
place, and recover the leper. Are not 
Ibana and Pharpar, rivers of Damas- 
cus, better than all the waters of Is- 
rael? may I not wash in them, and be 
clean? So he turned and went away 
in rage.” Some folks are like Naaman, 
with a high standing, and have a de 
sire to be clean or be Christians but 
they don’t want to go God’s way. The 
prophets of God began to tell them 
how to be clean, preaching regenera- 
tion, sanctification, and the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost to them. One will 
say, My religion is all right. I got it 
all at once in our church. Why should

in Jordan, not build a pool of his own 
and wash, but go wash in Jordan, not 
one time but seven times. He did not 
get cleansed at one washing; neither 
can anyone get washed without going 
to the right place and wash the way 
God said wash and be clean. Naaman 
wanted to stay in his own country 
and wash in the rivers there for he 
said the rivers were better than all 
the waters of Israel. Some fellow said, 
I can stay in my own church and 
have my kind of religion, dip, chew, 
and drink. My church is better than 
all the Churches of God. Why should 
I have to go over to their church, go 
up to the altar and get three definite 
works, or get saved, sanctified, and 
filled with the Holy Ghost? The proph- 
et told Naaman to wash in Jordan. 
He didn’t advise him to go back home 
and wash in the rivers of his own 
country, but go down in Israel and 
wash seven times. 

I say we have all got to come God’s 
way. We cannot go to Heaven on 
mother’s or father’s religion. No doubt 
they lived up to all the light they 
had and are gone on to Heaven or a 
place of rest waiting for the gate to 
swing open to enter Heaven. There is 
more light today on the plan of salva- 
tion. If we need cleansing we cannot 
wash in the rivers at home and be 
clean but we must wash as the Bible 
says in Prov, 30:12, “There is a gen- 
eration that are pure in their own 
eyes, and yet is not washed from 
their filthiness.” We read of a nation 
not washed. Sure they say, I am pure. 
I go to church every time I get a 
chance. I pay the preacher, etc. I 
want to say the rivers at home won’t 
cleanse. Paying the preacher, going 
ito church, ete.; won’t get a person no 
farther than gravitation. But if they 
will wash in God’s pool and get the 
full cleansing, they will be clean and 
washed like the ones we read of in 
1 Cor. 6:10,11, and according to this 
Scripture a person is not washed until 
sanctified. May God help people to 
wash and be clean.

Wherefore 
take unto you the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to withstand 
in the evil day, and having done all, 
to stand. Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt about with truth, and hav- 
ing on the breastplase of righteous- 
ness; And your feet shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace; 
Above all, taking the shield of faith, 
wherewith ye shall be able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked. 

We see here the need of putting on 
the whole armour of God because the 
powers of Satan are so great. If we go 
out on the.battlefield half armed we 
are sure to get defeated. If we go out 
half shod, we are almost sure to get 
tender footed and throw up the white 
flag and come back crippled and bring 
a reproach on ourselves and the cause 
for which we are fighting. This is the 
very reason Jesus told His disciples 
to tarry at Jerusalem until they were 
endued with power from on high.
